ImoI" on the 
same grounds. The same motion was 
made with reference to the letter of 
July 31, 189a, from Treasurer Haywood 
to President McManes of tbe bank, 
ici%iiiii i» a loaii tq It R ni^kf, and 
the minutes of the bank directors with 
regard thereto, the ground being that 
this evidence relates to a transaction 
with which M. S. Quay is not cou- 
aaetad. 

Another point raised wat that Gold- 
smith, the commonwealth's caiief wit- 
ness, is not an <'xpert, that instead of 
testifying to what tbe books disclosed 
he evolved a theory tron^ inferences, 
and partly from outside information. 

The crime charged, said Mr. Watson, 
is conspiracy, and, curious to say, 
there is only one person indicted. The 
commonwealth utterly failed, he con- 
0 tended, to connect tbe defendant with 
tbe charges of conspiracy. 

In the course of his argument, Mr. 
Watson made tbe point that the prose- 
cution admitted that not one cent of 
interest on state funds tiad ever been 
paid to ^r. Qpny,

A.t tbe conclusion Attorney Sbields 



made the annonneement that tBe fle- 
fense would offer no testimony what- 
ever, and would at once proceed to the 
addresses to the Jury. In order to save 
time Mr. Shields ottered to waivjB the 
right to make tbe opening speech. 

All this was agreealile. and Mr. Roth- 
ernii l at onee started In a calm, quiet 
niaiiiK'r. ill an attempt u> convince the 
Jury that be had eAabllshed tbe guilt 
of Senator Qttay. 

Tbe district attorn»y. in opening, re- 
viewed the cnarges against Mr. Quay, 
and read the law on the subject. The 
crime, he said, was that of conspiracy, 
and, being born In secrecy, was there- 
fore difflcult to prove. It must invari- 
ably be proved by tbe acts of tbe con- 
spirators. Es It Is almost impossible 
to get ttie statement of one of the con- 
ppirator*. Coming to the relation of 
Mr. Quay, politically, to SUte Treas- 
vnr Haywood he Indicated that if th" 
state tri'asurer received interest from 
the cashier, and Mr. Quay the interest 
on $200,000 from the cashier, the nat- 
ural inference is that these men have 
entered into a conspiracy.- 

There might be no direct evidence, 
he continued, but there should be no 
tlonbt that conspiraof . Wti CMOilTad 
and carried out. 

Mr. Rothermel read Mr. Quay's let- 
ter to Cashier Hopkins directing the 
purchase of 900 shares of Metropolitan 
stock. Thts, he argued, was unlaw- 
ful, because tbe purchase was made 
with bank mMcy, and no Intaraat was 
charged. 

He showed by the evidence that the 
state deposit during the six months 
ending Oct. 31, 1897, ranged from $525,- 
000 to over $600,000, and that other 
loans, were made to Mr. Quay without 
interest. The check of Hopkins to 
Treasurer Haywood for $1,619 was dis 
cussed. 

Mi*. Rothermel said the bank's books 
showed this amowt.wM the interest 
on state funds. Imi 20 per cent for 

the hank and less interest on $200,000 
for the use of Mr. Quay. 

The "red book" be designated as un- 
intelligible in itself connected 
with the otkinr fiobn m Otf bank, be 
asserted that it was tha inf to tbe 
proof of the charges. 

The district attorney. In concluding, 
referred to the resolutioq of the board 
of directors Ailg. 3, 1896, autborizin| 
loan of $100,000, alleged to be in- 
dorsed by Mr. Quay, provided a certain 
letter could be obtained. He then read 
tbe Haywood letter to president Mc- 
Manes of the bank, indicating tnat 
$100,000 of state Inoney would l>e de- 
posited In tbe bank if R. R. Quay was 
loaned a similar amount, and that it 
would not be removed until tbe loan 
was paid. 

After a short recess Attorney Shields 
began bis argument to tbe Jury. At 
the outset he took up the fact that the 
case of the prosecution was built on 
tbe testimony of experts, and quoted 
an opinion of tbe supreme court that 
"the tendency is to call experts to tes- 
tify to rea'ly-made opinions." 

This he declared was a prophecy 
covering the case In a remarkable way. 
Mr. Shields dwelt on ex-Judge Gor- 
don's connection with the prosecution, 
and denounced his actions in unmeas- 
ured terms. He argued that the polit- 
ical conspiracy against Quay was be- 
gun when Judge Gi^don got from the 
receiver of tbe broken bank tlM books 
and letters found ifi tbe dead cashier's 
private desk, and kept them in his 
plDsse^ion for months. He went over 
the improper use made of these dqcu- 
mrata in furtharance of hia poUtiieal 
ambition and hIa hatred of isaa t or 
Anay. 

Mr. Shields denounced the photo- 
graphing of letters and the exhibition

Fresno, OJ,. April 20.— A bloody 
highbinder war that has been expected 
for soma days broke put in Chinatown, 
and as a result thraa Mongolians oc- 
cupy slabs in the morgac, two more are 
at the County boaplta'i, mortally 
wounded, and nine are behind the bars 
in the. county Jail. 

Upon hearing the first shot. Police- 
man Rapelji. who was a Mock away, 
ran to the alley north cf Tulare street, 
iMtween F and O. where h.' saw two 
Chinese pumping lead into the body of 
a third Chinese, who lay at their feet. 
F\irther up the alley were at least a 
dozen Chinamen nmning aboui aud 
blazing away at each other. 

As Rapelji ran up tbe alley a China- 
man ran paat htm pursued by. a high- 
binder. The fugitive made for a door- 
way, but was dropped on the steps by 
a bullet from the highbinder's gun, 
which struck him in tbe bead, killing 
bim instantly. Rapelji captured th^ 
murderer, who gave ,bls nam* a* 
Wong Duck. 

Policeman Moiss, who w.ts running 
to tbe scene of the shooting, saw a 
highbinder nin up to a Chinaman 
nained Chin Chi, who was standing in 
a doorway, and deliberately fire two 
shots at him killing him instantly. The 
murderer then started to run. Where- 
upon Morss ordered bim to stop, but 
Instead the highbinder threw bis gun 
at Morss' head. As be continued tc 
run Morss fired, the ball penetrating 
the Chlpaman's hack, and he is now at 
tbe hospital not < xpected to live. 

After quiet bad been restored, a raid 
on the suspected haunts of the high- 
binders was made, and in one placf 
were found three coats of mail and a 
small arsenal of revolvers, hatchets 
and knives. Nine men were iM^rested 
on suspicion. Three were char|^ with 
vagrancy and three with murder. One 
of tbcm had a pair of brass knuckles 
on him at the time of his arrest. 

Three of the victims have been iden- 
tlbed. On* Is Ah Tal, a vegetable ped- 
dler. He was probably shot by acci- 
dent. One of the dead Is Chan Cbee, 
a well known highbinder, and another 
is I.ee On Tong, a peddler. 

The fight Is a filctlonal one between 
tbe Bing Kung Tongs and the Suey 
On Tongs, rivai companies. The trou- 
ble which led to the murders com- 
menced with the conviction of Tai 
Choy, who was removed to San Quen- 
tin, to serve a sentence for mui;der in 
the second degree. 

The local Tongs Wfre phnrply divided 
on the Issue. The matter was rcn • 
(icri'd more acute When Gee WinK. who 
bad evidently sold some property in 
China allay for 98.000, fled from the 
state to fgeape his creditors. A num- 
ber of laborers and others to whom he 
owed Slim ranging from $50 to $150 
instituted cri.nfipal. proceedings. M^fMi- 
while ihp htfhblnderf had taken the 
matter upv sod it la bel-3v^ that one 
of their objects was to blackmail Gee 
Wing or to bring about a forcible set- 
tlement of tbe laborers' claims.
